LONDON, July 25.—Two spar- 
rows—one without a tail—built a 
remarkable little nest in the ho!- 
low of the historic “Sanctuary 
Knocker” which hangs on the 
North door of Durham Cathedral. 
The knocker is in the form of a 
tuce of most evil appearanec. 

Carrying twigs and feathers the 
birds passed through the hollo eyes 


of the head, working diligently 
whenever the North Door was not 
in use. One egg was laid. Then 


a couple of heediess boys came along 
when the doorkeeper was away and 
destroyed the nest, Genturies ago 
Durham Cathedral possessed the 
privilege of sanctuary for evil doers, 
the chief memorial of this being the 
big bronze knocker 

Right down to 1541 this custom 
prevailed, as the records c’early 
show People who escaped from 
prison, or who sought sanctuary 
after committing a crime, were ad- 
mitted by the monks, and lived in 
a chamber ever the door, They 
were clothed and fed for 37 days, 
or until either they had obtained 
the Prince's pardon, or had been 
conveyed out of the diocese

fruits and vegetables we save in pills 
and tonics 

If we will eat our spinach and car- | 
rots, oranges and lemons, as we go 


along with our meats and pastries, we | | 


may forestall that day when our fam- 


ily doetor or specialist orders “no 
meats or sweets’ over a period of 
months. 

The deliciousness of most’ fruits 


seems to put them in the class of lux- | 
uries but they have a much more im- | 
portant mission than that of merely 
increasing the delight of eating 

Most Agreeable Method 

Due to the nutritional value of the 
mineral and vitamine content, the 
consistent use of fruit is one of the4 
most agreeable and effective means of 
regulating the functions of the body 

The iron in fruits and vegetables is | 
easily absorbed and made available for 
nutrition. So while the number of 
grams of iron may not be as large in 
these foods as in some others, they 
actually furnish a larger proportion of 
iron to the body than is generally sup- 
posed. 

Some years ago the theory that such 
fruiis as oranges and grapefruit and 
other so-called acid fruit aggravated 
any rheumatic condition was wides- 
spread. However, we now believe that 
these fruits have an alkaline rather 
than acid reaction in the blood and 
are hence an excellent food for the 
‘heumatic sufferer 

Bulk is Needed 

In any diet composed of much meat, 
it is particularly essential to include 
fruit and vegetables. Vegetables add 
the necessary bulk as well as mineral 
alts and vitamines, while the fruit 
counteracts the formation of acids due

Any meal is made more interesting 
and nutritious by the judicious use of 
fruit.

“TI believe the average .300 hitter 
has normal eyesight and the average 
.250 hitter has subnormal eyesight,” 
he says. “But under the stress of ex- 
citement, or rather in a pinch, the 
pupils of the eyes of the .250 hitter 
dilate and more light is permitted to 
enter and the result is that he sees 
better. 

“When the visibility of these sup- 
posedly weak hitters increases, they 
bang out the base raps that drive iu 
the winning runs.”
